According to the Crown, represent- 
ed by Mr. G. P. Murphy, of the 20 odd 
People who were involved in the fight 
- only one saw accused strike the farm- 
er with the knife. 

Dr. R. Alvares, Assistant Govern- 
ment Bacteriologist, to-whom the knife 
was sent to be examined, said there 
were blood-stains’ on the blade, but 
the tests did not prove conclusively 
that the stains were of human blood. 

Under cross-examination, witness 
said it was definitely ascertained that 
the stains were blood-stains, but the 
test was negative as to whether the 
stains were of human blood. He add- 
ed that it‘ would require extreme heat 
to cause a negative result: eg

It appears likely that it is their secret fear that sea power 
is still the dominating factor in war that inspires the

According to an “official statement” 
published by Transocean, this proves 
that the “supremacy of a fleet, how- 
ever strong, can be broken in an age 
-of aerial warfare wherever the far- 
reaching hand of this new weapon 
hits with strength - and lightning 
speed.” ; 

Disinterested observers will wonder 
‘how thig contention can be reconcil- 
ed with the reinforcement of the 
Allied Fleet in the Mediterranean, 
especially: if that accretion of strength 
‘ should be as great as that stated by 
the Transocean Athens correspondent 
who says: “The Allied Fleet con- 
centration at Alexandria comprises the 
Second French Squadron and several 
British units, including three battle- 
ships. Apart from the vessels already
